Ev Sees Fast 
Action On Bill 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP)—Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois predicted Saturday 
the administration's voting rights bill will come out of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
without major changes, possibly before an April 9 deadline. 


Dirksen, the Senate Republican leader, said in an interview he expects to 
offer half a dozen clarifying amendments. He added these would not alter the over- 
all scope of the bill which he took a leading role in drafting. 


While he did not discuss details, one of Dirksen's amendments is expected to 
make more specific the language he contends now permits the measure to be applied 
in some states which do not have voter literacy tests, as well as to states which do. 


It is Dirksen's view that there

Katzenbach has 
taken the same position. 


Senate and House committees 
will resume hearings on the vot- 
ing rights measure next week. 
Dirksen said representatives of 
six governors will testify before 
the Senate committee.

Page said the report calls for 
an overall strengthening of the 
social studies curriculum.

Maxwell Taylor 
On Way To U.S. 
With Viet Report

Despite rigid security around 
Da Nang, Viet Cong frogmen 
slipped into the harbor Saturday 
and blew holes in the hull of a 
U.S. landing ship-tank tied up at 
a commercial dock. A cargo of 
supplies and vehicles had been 
unloaded. 


Officials have expressed con- 
cern about the Saigon base and 
one at nearby Bien Hoa. Both 
are the responsibility of the 
South Vietnamese. Bien Hoa, 
just outside Saigon, fell under 
h^vy mortar attack last year. 


Taylor, however, is expected 
to bear a much more optimistic 
report than the one he carried 
home in November.

In Selma 
Again 


SELMA, Ala. (AP) - 
More 
than 200 white and Negro dem- 
onstrators, mostly young peo- 
ple, marched 
to the County 
Courthouse and to City Hall Sat- 
urday to show their resentment 
over the highway slaying of a 
white civil rights worker from 
Detroit. 


It was the first street demon- 
stration here since the start of a 
50-mile march to Montgomery 
last Sunday. 


Viola Gregg Liuzzo, 39, was 
cut down by a sniper's bullet 
Thursday night while operating 
a 
shuttle car to return 
the 
marchers from Montgomery to 
Selma. 


At the courthouse Saturday, a 
minister said in a prayer: "She 
gave 
her 
life 
that 
freedom 
might be saved throughout this 
land." 


A Toronto, Canada, minister, 
the 
Rev. 
Lawrence 
Duncan 
Heap, walked at the head of the 
line from the Browns Chapel 
A.M.E. church to the court- 
house. The quiet, orderly line 
followed, two abreast, along a 
route prescribed by U.S. Dist. 
Judge Daniel H. Thomas of Mo- 
bile, who authorized the march. 


About 125 of the 200 who left 
the church were Negroes. A mo- 
torcycle policeman and a state 
trooper car moved along the 
street with the marchers. A few 
white spectators stood along the 
10-block route to the courthouse. 


Speaking from the steps of the 
courthouse, James Orange, a 
Negro active in the civil rights 
drive, said: "We are gathered 
here for a few facts. We don't 
like what happened here the 
other night." 


Orange, a huge man, recalled 
the deaths of two others in the 
Alabama racial struggle — the

Mrs. Liuzzo's Belief In Dignity 
Of Man Led To Her Death 


DETROIT 
(AP) 
- 
Gov. 
George W. Romney paid a per- 
sonal visit Saturday to the grief- 
stricken home of Viola Gregg 
Liuzzo, murdered on an Ala- 
bama highway, to underscore 
his belief that she had not died 
in vain. 


Expressing his sympathy to 
Mrs. Liuzzo's bereaved 
hus- 
band, Anthony, 51, and five chil- 
dren, Romney told them her 
death resembled that of Joan of 
Arc, the 
martyred 
saint of 
France. 


Both, he said, "gave then- 
lives for what they believed in." 


Mrs. Liuzzo was cut down by 
an assassin's bullet Thursday 
night on U. S. 80, about 26 miles 
east of Selma where she had 
gone to take part in the Ala- 
bama Negro freedom march. 


Before 
visiting 
the 
Liuzzo 
home, Romney proclaimed a 
two-day period of mourning in 
Michigan. 


Mrs. Liuzzo's body was re- 
turned to Detroit on Friday 
night in a Teamsters 
Union 
plane. The family plans private 
funeral services Tuesday. A 
Requiem High Mass 
also is 
scheduled. 


Romney told Liuzzo, a Team- 
sters business agent, that he 
will attend the funeral serv- 
ices. 


"I don't think she died in 
vain," said her angry and grief- 
stricken husband, Anthony Liuz- 
zo, 51, a Teamsters business 
agent. "She died doing what she 
believed in and she believed in 
people — whether they were 
white, black, Jew or Gentile." 


As an estimated 16,000 mes- 
sages of condolence poured into 
the Liuzzo home and Teamsters 
headquarters 
in 
Washington, 
D.C., Gov. George W. Romney 
proclaimed a two-day period of 
mourning in Michigan. 


Known as a crusader and an 
idealist long before she jour- 
neyed to Alabama, Mrs. Liuzzo 
left a legacy that included some 
unpublished short stories and 
memories of her tireless search 
for truth. 


"Truth is not Christian, Jew- 
ish, Hindu or Buddhist," she 
once wrote. "What is true for 
one man is true for all men. 
Just as there is no such thing as 
Christian medicine or Jewish 
biology." 


Friends, 
neighbors and her 
children recalled Mrs. Liuzzo's 
kindness, her thirst for know- 
ledge, and the promises she 
kept—both to herself and oth- 
ers. 


Mrs. Liuzzo was a 
trans- 
planted 
Southerner. 
Although 
born in California, Pa., 
she 
spent most of her childhood in 
Georgia and Tennessee. Court 
records disclosed that she was 
first married in Chattanooga at 
the age of 16 but later was di- 
vorced. Her parents still live in 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. 


"She was a champion of the 
underdog," Liuzzo said. "She 
thought people's rights 
were 
being violated in Selma and she 
had to do something about it in 
her own way."

Pope Paul Meets 
With Commission 
On Birth Control 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI met Saturday with his 
commission on birth 
control. 
There was no formal announce- 
ment about the meeting but in- 
formants said the pontiff en- 
couraged its members in their 
difficult task. 


The 40 or 50 experts on the 
commission are said to be deep- 
ly divided on use of contracep- 
tive pills. Their scheduled three- 
day meeting, which was to have 
ended Saturday, has been pro- 
longed until Monday or Tues- 
day. 


By then, informants said, the 
experts hope to be able to 
present to the Pope a first inter- 
im progress report that might 
form the basis of a papal speech 
on birth control before Easter, 
April 18. But the sources said 
the commission probably will 
not finish its work for months. 


The Vatican 
was 
handling 
news of the commission with 
unusual discretion. The names 
of its members have never been 
announced. Informants said it 
had been given the title "Com- 
mission on the Problems of Pop- 
ulation and Birth Control," but 
this has never been formally 
announced either. 


But Vatican officials infor- 
mally acknowledged that the 
audience had taken place. They 
said the Pope talked to the 40 or 
50 
commission 
members 
in 
French, addressing them briefly 
in general terms. He was re- 
ported to have told them they 
were doing good work and en 
couraged them to keep it up.

They make you cry and vomit, incapacitate you for 
a few minutes or hours. But compared with other weapons 
in the Chemical Biological Radiological — CBR — 
arsen- 
als, they are almost benign 


Some of the others can kill 
almost instantly or bring a slow 
and strangling death. 


Even those not fatally toxic, 
some 
psychochemical 
com- 
pounds, can reduce men tempo- 
rarily to something approaching 
idiocy or produce an anasthet- 
ized sleep. 


Many Types 


Among the powers, the United 
States, Soviet Union and Red 
China have some or many of 
these types. 


They were spawned first in 
Germany, 
which 
developed 
mustard, phosgene and chlorine 
toxic gases and used them on 
Allied forces in World War I. 


From World War II, German 
laboratories came the first com- 
pounds for today's nerve gases.

Billboard 
Bill Battle 
Shapes Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bat- 
tle that has been simmering for 
six years at the state and local 
level is expected to be joined in 
Congress again within a few 
days when President Johnson 
presents his billboard control 
bill. 


The bill is expected to provide 
the means for strict control of 
highway signs along new sec- 
tions of the interstate highway 
system. 


Roads Bureau officials decline 
to discuss contents of the bill, 
However, they noted that John- 
son has called for a mandatory 
measure, which outdoor adver- 
tising concerns undoubtedly will 
oppose. 


Present legislation is permis- 
sive. It does not directly ban 
any signs from highways; it 
provides a bonus equal to one- 
half of one per cent of the con- 
struction cost to any state which 
agrees to control billboards on 
the interstate mileage in its 
state. 


The federal government pro- 
vides 90 per cent of the cost of 
interstate highways 
and the 
bonus raises this to 90Vz per 
cent. The new bill is not expect- 
ed to include any controls over 
federal highways which are not 
part of the interstate system. 


Bureau officials regard the 
present legislation, passed in 
1958, as a failure. Some 20 
states have entered into agree- 
ments with the federal govern- 
ment for billboard control but 
only seven have qualified for 
payments. The first payment 
was made in mid-1963 and the 
total is less than $400,000. 


A bureau official cited a num- 
ber of exemptions provided by 
present law which 
apparently 
will not be a part of the pro- 
posed new legislation. 


Any roadway acquired before 
1956 is now exempt from state 
controls. This eliminates control 
over interstate highways which 
follow old roadbeds as well as 
intersections of 
an 
interstate 
highway and an older road. The 
bonus must be computed for 
only those segments which are 
controlled.

About 200 demonstra- 
tors marched at Selma in pro- 
test of the murder. 


Alledge Land Was Offered 
Klan lawyer Matt H. Murphy 
Jr., retained by the Klan to de- 
fend the men, said at a news 
conference in Birmingham that 
the FBI offered 580 acres of 
land in Minnesota to Gary Tom- 
my Rowe Jr., 34, for informa- 
tion about the murder. Rowe is 
one of the four arrested. 


FBI agent Everett Ingram of 
the Birmingham office declined 
comment. A Justice 
Depart- 
ment spokesman in Washington 
said the proper forum for com- 
ment "is in court." 


Murphy said his clients were 
innocent. He added: "The four 
boys will be exonerated." 


Robert M. Shelton Jr. of Tus- 
caloosa, imperial wizard of the 
United Klans, said the Klan put 
u r .$150,000 bands focjfcree of 
me men — including Rowe. The 
fourth was denied bail. 


"We've had these trumped-up 
charges by the federal govern- 
ment before," Shelton said. He 
apologized for calling President 
Johnson a "damned liar" Fri- 
day and amended it by striking 
the profanity — "but the other 
part sticks." 


The President had said the 
Klan used the rope, guns, tar 
and feathers to terrorize people.

The first demonstration over 
the highway slaying was staged 
at Selma. About 200 marchers 
led by a Canadian minister went 
to the courthouse and city hall 
in a solemn procession.

Leadership Conference, headed 
by Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., 
said in Atlanta that a memorial 
vigil would be held at the slay- 
ing scene.

How Health Care Bill Compares 
With AMA's 'Eldercare' Program 


OUR BOARDING HOUSE

WASHINGTON (AP)-Follow- 
ing is a comparison of key pro- 
visions of the Ways and Means 
Committee bill on health care 
of the aged with existing law 
and with the "Eldercare" pro- 
gram backed by the American 
Medical Association. 


GENERAL SCOPE 


Committee bill — A triple pro- 
gram including hospitalization 
for all over 65, an optional con- 
tributory plan for other health 
services to the aged and expan- 
sion of the existing state-federal 
plan for health services to low- 
income persons. 


Existing law — Health serv- 
ices under federally assisted 
state programs for aged persons 
not completely impoverished but 
unable to meet heavy medical 
bills. 


Eldercare—Federally assisted 
state programs to provide pri- 
vate health insurance for the 
aged; the program to pay all, 
part or none of the premium ac- 
cording to the Income of the re- 
cipient. 


ELIGIBILITY 


Committee bill — For hospit- 
alization, all over 65; for opt ion- 
al benefits, all over 65 who 


choose to join plan; for expand- 
ed state-federal program, those 
who qualify as needing help un- 
der a flexible income standard, 
including the aged, dependent 
children, blind and disabled. 


Existing law — the aged who 
have been found by the states 
to have income and resources 
insufficient to meet 
medical 
costs. 


Eldercare — The private in- 
surance must be available to all 
the aged; for assistance in pay- 
ing premiums, the state must 
provide a flexible income test. 


BENEFITS 


Committee bill — Hospitaliza- 
tion, 60 days an illness plus 20 
days in nursing home with more 
nursing home time available if 
hospitalization is not used up; 
optional plan, doctors calls and 
other health services; expanded 
state - federal program, wide 
range of health services. 


Existing law — Wide range of 
health services, varying from 
state to state, for those who 
qualify. 


Eldercare—All kinds of health 
services could be included; ac- 
tual benefits would vary from 
state to state. 


TOTAL COST 


Committee bill — $2.2 Billion 


for hospitalization; $1 billion- 
$1.3 billion 
for 
supplemental 
plan; $500 million for expansion 
of state-federal system, all for 
the first full year of operation. 


Existing law — Varying as 
more states implement 
plan, 
probably under $1 billion on an- 
nual basis. 


Eldercare — No agreed-on es- 
timate, since much would de- 
pend on individual states' ac- 
tions; one sponsor has said cost 
could be held close to $2 billion. 


FINANCING 


Committee bill — Increased 
pay roll tax for hospitalization; 
$3 a 
month 
premium 
with 
matching federal funds out of 
the general treasury for option- 
al plan; a bigger federal share 
in the state-federal program, the 
government contributing from 
55 to 83 per cent. 


Existing law — State funds 
with federal general fund con- 
tribution ranging from 50 to 80 
per cent. 


Eldercare—Like existing law, 
but with increased federal con- 
tribution similar to committee 
bill; 
recipients 
with 
income 
judged adequate to pay part or 
all of their premiums.

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Casey-Bradish Trial 
Has Human Element, 
Raises Problems 


By JOHN B. MARTIN 


The fourth day of testimony was concluded Friday 
afternoon in the Casey-Bradish election contest suit for 
the office of circuit clerk of Morgan county. 


Democrat Joe Casey is trying to unseat Republican 
Philip Bradish on the basis of a recount of ballots cast 
for the office last November 3. 


An election contest involves 
many hairline points of law in- 
cluded in the Illinois Election 
Code and is heard by a presid- 
ing judge rather than a jury. 


Circuit Judge John T. Rear- 
don of Quincy is the presiding 
judge on the case. Judge Rear- 
don has had extensive experi- 
ence both as a practicing attor- 
ney and as a presiding judge in 
cases of election contests. 


Attorneys for Mr. Casey are 
Robert H. Brunsman of Spring- 
field and C. G. Colburn of Vir- 
ginia. Mr. Bradish's attorneys 
are Robert E. Bradney and Wil- 
liam T. Wilson, both of Jackson- 
ville. 


The presiding judge and at- 
torneys for both sides are keen- 
ly aware of the progress of the 
legal battle thus far. A total of 
47 witnesses have testified and 
at least one more is scheduled 
Monday morning when the trial 
resumes. 


Casey's Show 


Casey's attorneys have been 
running the show thus far. All 
witnesses have testified at the 
request of Casey. They have 
been laying the groundwork for 
having the ballots from 12 pre- 
cincts in question entered into 
evidence. 


Democrat election judges who 
served Nov. 3 have been called 
to testify from each of the 12 
precincts. That phase was com- 
pleted T h u r s d a y 
morning. 
Thursday afternoon and Friday, 
the search was on for persons 
who have entered the 
ballot 
storage room on the third floor 
of the court house and those 
who have access to keys to that 
room. 


M o n d a y , Casey's attorneys 
are expected to make an effort 
to have the ballots from the 12 
precincts in question entered in- 
to evidence. At that time, the 
points of law involved and the 
testimony from the witnesses 
thus far will come into play. 


Sacks Are Authentic 


So far, Bradish's 
attorneys 
have conceded only that the 
white canvas sacks, wheeled in 
and out of the court room daily 
on a borrowed morgue cart, are 
the same sacks delivered to the 
court house from each of the 
polling places involved. No men- 
tion has been made concerning 
what the sacks contain. 


The concession that the sacks 
are actually those returned from 
the various precincts came after 
C a s e y ' s attorneys physically 
carried each of the sacks back 
and forth to the witness stand 
for each election judge and the 
county clerk to identify 
. . 
one at a time. 


The first thirty witnesses in- 
cluded the county clerk and 29 
election judges from 12 pre- 
cincts. Mrs. Louise Coop was on 
the witness stand from 10 a.m. 
to almost 3 p.m. the first day 
and her testimony included hav- 
ing to move the ballots in ques- 
tion to the court room. 


Asked Same Questions 


The election judges were ask- 
ed, generally, the same identi- 
cal questions about what they 
did after the polls closed and 
what 
others who they 
were 
working with did. 


The counting process in an 
election precinct, after hearing 
the testimony given, leads one 
to believe in miracles. There 
has been no indication of vote 
fraud or illegal intent among 
any of the precinct judges. 


The witnesses had little, if 
any, coaching prior to their ap- 
pearance on the stand. The hu- 
man element was much in evi- 
dence as the parade of witnesses 
answered questions from attor- 
neys. 


Some of the witnesses seemed 
to hesitate on the simple ques- 
tions, searching out just what 
the 
attorney 
"had 
up 
h i s 
sleeve." Others volunteered far 
more information than asked. 
Some kept qualifying their an- 
swers with so much extra in- 
formation. the court had to de- 


lete some of the testimony and 
have the original question asked 
again. 


Many of the witnesses were 
clearly on the defensive and 
somewhat indignant that anyone 
would dare to question their ac- 
tion during the vote counting. 
Others nervously chewed gum 
between answers, twitched their 
fingers or wouldn't speak up. 


The Participants 


The pressure of the election 
contest is apparent on the faces 
of the two participants. 
Mr. 
Bradish has a seat beside his 
two attorneys and Mr. Casey, 
likewise, is seated by his attor- 
neys. 


Both are anxious for 
o n e 
thing ... the end of the trial. 


Mrs. Casey has been in the 
court room between trips to 
the hospital where her father 
is ill. Mrs. Bradish has been 
present 
in the court 
r o o m 
whenever possible after 
h e r 
duties as a teacher have been 
completed. 


Party leaders have been ab- 
sent during the trial. 


The "Little" Things 
Some of the things one notices 
in the court room: 
J u d g e 
Reardon moving the American 
flag to the proper side of the 
bench. The apparent sigh of 
relief when court was recessed 
for the weekend. 


Court 
recessed 
about 
five 
minutes to make an official in- 
spection tour of the third-floor 
ballot 
storage 
room. 
Judge 
Reardon, followed by four at- 
torneys, looked over the loca- 
tion of the famous room. They 
went up on the elevator a n d 
walked down the stairs. 


Sheriff Harold Wright, 
t h e 
first day, wheeled the ballots to 
and from the storage room by 
wheelbarrow. Admonished 
by 
the court to take extra care so 
as not to damage the contents, 
he was moving a load to the 
elevator 
under 
the 
watchful 
eye of Louise Coop when one 
of the sacks started slipping ... 
he grabbed, the wheelbarrow 
flipped, and both officials gin- 
gerly 
picked the ballots up 
again. Next day, the borrowed 
morgue cart was used ... then 
the attorneys decided n o t to 
carry the bags back and forth 
to the witnesses. 


Now the ballots from the 12 
precincts are stored in an ante- 
room, but a special deputy is 
on duty for ballot-sitting chores 
during the lunch period. 


Same Set Of Rules 


Mrs. Coop sent out the same 
set of rules and official guides 
for 
election 
judges 
to 
each 
precinct. Every election judge 
passed an official test before 
the election ... it means five 
bucks extra. 


Yet, no two precincts probed 
thus far have been counted ex- 
actly the same. In one precinct, 
an 
election 
judge 
proudly 
boasted the counting of every 
blue and green ballot single- 
handedly. Another proudly im- 
parted that the position of elec- 
tion judge was taken over aft- 
er his father gave up the job 
several years ago. It was sort 
of a Royal decree that a mem- 
ber of the family should retain 
his 
"rights" 
as 
an 
election 
judge. 


"Home Rule" System 


Several mentioned that "ev- 
eryone knew what he or she 
was supposed to do. We have 
been doing it for y e a r s the 
same way." Precinct commit- 
teemen, poll watchers and oth- 
ers took part in counting the 
votes. Other judges 
admitted 
that they turned all the ballots 
over to make sure each one 
h a d 
been 
initialed. 
Others 
frankly admitted that the ab- 
sentee votes had not been in 
itialed. Some judges went to 
lunch during the day. 


The possibility that the final 
count from the precincts was 
in error due to fraud or intent 
has never been raised by eith 


er side. Many of the procedures 
followed in the polling places 
are however, highly irregular 
and are far from the instruc- 
tions sent out by the clerk's 
office. 


Judges are paid $15 per day 
plus a slight fee for the number 
of votes. They must be ready 
to open the polling places at 6 
a.m. and stay there until 6 p.m. 
before starting to count t h e 
votes. One judge blushed some- 
what when asked what time 
she delivered the ballots to the 
court house. She was checked 
in at 7:20 a.m. on Nov. 4. Ap- 
proximately 26 hours for about 
$18. It used to be worse ... 
they got a raise last November. 


All predictions indicate that 
some changes will be made be- 
fore the next election. 


City Changes Now

Flynn sat in on a portion of the 
testimony 
last 
week. 
After 
hearing several election judges 
testify, he rushed to city hall 
and advised the city clerk to 
clear out a closet for use as a 
ballot storage room and have 
a new lock installed with two 
keys only ... one for the clerk 
and one for the chief of police.

Much of the excitement 
and interest of a trial, for 
the observer untrained in 
the law, comes in the form 
of "eyeball gymnastics." 


During jury trials, this is 
the method used to second- 
guess the outcome of the 
trial. 


When the trial is before the 
bench, 
this becomes 
an ex- 
tremely fine art . . . most often 
wrong, but a fine conversation 
piece during recess. 


Judge Reardon gives a com- 
manding appearance of authori- 
ty in his position on the bench 
and has an almost complete 
lack of physical gestures avail- 
able for the eyeball test. After 
the first 25 witnesses had given 
their testimony, the first indi- 
cation of such a physical symbol 
became noticeable. 


The time element between a 
question asked by an attorney 
and the start of the response 
from a witness is measured in 
one or two seconds at the most. 
The opposing attorney, should 
he wish - to object to the an- 
swer, must be alert to the situa- 
tion and indicate his objections 
before the witness has an op- 
portunity to start the answer. 


It is this fractional part of a 
second that the eyeball test is 
applied to the presiding judge. 
This smallest of movements has 
been apparent on several oc- 
casions and usually signaled the 
prelude to a tirade of objections 
from one side or the other. 


Less of a fine art, but per- 
haps more indicative of inner 
thoughts, is the application of 
the eyeball test to witnesses. 
The movements are, generally 
speaking, easier to notice and 
may be combined with a shift 
of position on the witness chair, 
a sudden chewing of gum, a 
frown or a smile. 


No self-respecting member of 
the society for the preservation 
of 
eyeball gymnastics 
would 
dare admit that his assessment 
of a court battle was based 
strictly on watching the wit- 
nesses. 
Everyone knows 
this 
information must be compiled, 
sifted, cataloged and interpret- 
ed. 


Most of the spectators thus 
far are clearly novices . . . 
they sit too far to the rear of 
the court room. 


Those of us who are self- 
proclaimed professionals in the 
fine art of eyeball gymnastics 
usually 
move on to 
greater 
things. The next step, natural- 
ly, is to analyze and interpret 
the 
questions which 
the at- 
torneys 
ask 
of 
the 
various 
witnesses and how this fits into 
the overall case. 


The latter form of court room 
games must remain secret, of 
course. Much of the fine detail 
work must be incorporated into 
a Ouigi board and the latest is- 
sue of Farmer's Almanac be- 
fore the final decision is reach- 
ed.

Sukarno do next? 


That is a question which trou- 
bles Indonesia's other non-Com- 
munist neighbbors — Burma, 
India, Australia, the Philippines 
and Thailand. 


All of them have a special 
interest in which way Indonesia 
jumps. 


Each is aware of the dangers 
of imperialism, the tub Sukarno 
thumps as accompaniment to 
his anti-Malaysia chorus. 


But if, like Sukarno, they 
want no part of Western coloni- 
alism, neither do they wish to 
see the balance of South Asia 
jostled by the entry of a new 
and equally disturbing element 
— Chinese communism. 


To find out what Sukarno's 
neighbors think about him and 
Indonesia's 
present 
policies, 
The Associated 
Press 
ques- 
tioned leaders in those coun- 
tries. 


Sukarno says he is fighting 
the new Malaysian federation 
because it is a British trick to 
return as a colonialist power to 
South Asia. 


But the Burmese, 
Indians 
and Australians, who ought to 
know about British imperialism 
from long experience, express 
no such fears. 


Behind the scenes, the Austra- 
lians are urging Sukarno to drop 
what they regard as a futile 
crusade, one which can only 
encourage the return of the im- 
perialism he most fears. They 
counsel him to concentrate on 
utting his own economic house 
order, to follow the Malaysi- 
an example rather than trying 
to destroy it. 


Since Indonesia acquired — 
with U.N. help — half the island 
of New Guinea formerly held by 
the Dutch, Australia is Indone- 
sia's next-door neighbor. Aus- 
tralia holds the other half of this 
rugged, jungle-covered island. 


The Australians haven't for- 
gotten that the Japanese almost 
used New Guinea as the jump- 
off point for an invasion of Aus- 
tralia in World War II. Canber- 
ra understandably is sensitive 
about the political thinking of 
the country which shares New 
Guinea. 


Burma is worried most about 
the possibility that Indonesian 
aggressiveness will tempt the 
big powers to turn the South 
China Sea and its adjacent ar- 
eas into a cockpit of the cold 
war, obscuring the need for a 
concerted attack on the prob- 
lems of poverty and population. 


The Burmese urge direct ne- 
gotiations 
between 
Malaysia 
and Indonesia to settle their dif- 
ferences. 


India and Pakistan, at odds in 
many other ways, appear to 
take different sides of the ques- 
tion. 


India has firmly declared its 
support of Malaysia's independ- 
ence . and sovereignty. It has 
publicly declared the United 
Nations must be kept a sound, 
viable organization. 


Pakistan, on the other hand,

"A clerk of the court mislaid 
an order to stay my execution," 
he said, "and I thought that was 
it. Not until a week later did I 
learn I had been given 90 days 
more to make a new appeal." 


A bill advocated by Wither- 
spoon's warden, Jack Johnson, 
to abolish capital punishment 
is pending in the Illinois Legis- 
lature. But since it is not retro- 
active, it cannot save Wither- 
spoon, although he feels its pas- 
sage would prompt executive 
clemency. 


A native of Detroit, Wither- 
spoon spent four years in the 
Navy submarine service during 
World War II. 


"The first two or three times 
my execution 
date 
neared," 
said Witherspoon, "I couldn't 
sleep. I kept waiting for that 
last-minute stay. It was like the 
first couple of times I went 
down in a submarine. I was 
worried." 


"But I got used to it," said 
the gaunt, weary looking con- 
vict. "Now I just go to sleep, 
and if the stay doesn't come, 
they can wake me up."

Although he feels the courts 
tried to deal fairly with him, 
Witherspoon believes the ver- 
dict of a jury hangs on the 
dramatic ability of a lawyer. 


"The young court-appointed 
attorney they gave me just 
didn't know the ropes — he 
don't know how to handle him- 
self in a murder trial," With- 
erspoon recalled. 


"If you have the money to 
hire a good lawyer," he added, 
"you don't get the chair, not 
even if you're a hired killer." 


Counting among his friends 
authors Nelson Algren and Hen- 
ry Miller, Witherspoon wages a 
constant 
postal 
campaign 
a g a i n s t capital punishment 
from his cell with royalties 
earned from his own writings. 


"If I can't help myself," he 
said, "maybe I can help some 
other guy so he won't have to 
sit and wait to be killed." 


Argues Witherspoon: 
"If it makes sense to kill a 
guy because he killed somebody 
else, then if a guy rapes some- 
body's sister, why don't we 
rape his sister? And if he burns 
down a house, why don't we 
burn his down?"

Hugh A. Henry 
gave this account of the case 
Saturday: 


A wage levy was served Tues- 
day on the laundry where the 
woman 
works, attaching her 
$50-a-week pay until an income 
tax liability of $164.18 is paid. 


The woman—she's 31, has six 
children ranging in age from 
5 to 16 and an unemployed hus- 
band—turned to another branch 
of government for help Friday. 


She applied for aid to depend- 
ent children at the McLean 
County Department of Public 
Aid. 
The superintendent, 
F. 
Russell Foster, said that — if 
she qualified — she probably 
would receive at least $250 a 
month. 


The federal government pays 
75 per cent of the cost of ADC. 


If the family received ADC 
benefits of $250 for one month, 
Uncle Sam would be paying 
$187.50 to collect the $164.18. 


The woman also applied for 
emergency relief to Fred Win- 
terroth, 
township 
supervisor. 
He said she would not lack for 
such necessities as groceries. 
Foster said $25 per 
p e r s o n 
could be allowed for general 
assistance. So the family possi- 
bly may receive an additional 
$200 a month in ihat bracket. 


"It seems to me the bigness 
of federal government has been 
extended to a locial absurdi- 
ty," Henry commented. 
"One 
government 
department 
has 
descended 
on the 
taxpayer, 
forcing her to holler 'uncle' to 
another department." 


He declined to give the name 
of 
the Bloomington 
woman, 
saying 
relief

But 
he said she is white and does 
manual work.

School Bus Crowd - 
Statehouse Prime 
Stop For Tourists

SPRINGFIELD — Imagine a 
day when 3,412 school children 
come filing through the State 
Capitol Building gawking, yell- 
ing, laughing, peering, study- 
ing, giggling, squirming and in 
quiring. 


May 22, 1964 was such a day 
with the largest number 
oi! 
school-age visitors on record 
here. Between now and the enc 
of the current legislative ses- 
sion, an average of five to six 
school groups a day will visit 
the capitol. 


The number of student visi 
tors has almost doubled in the 
last six years. In 1958, 45,000 
school kids came to the state 
house, and in 1964 nearly 80,000 
visited the capitol. 


Guides expect to add another 
15,000 young visitors to this 
total by the end of this year in 
eluding their best estimates of 
the "sleepers," school groups 
who will come in without ad 
vance notice. 


"They still have to be guided 
and lectured like the rest," says 
Mort Berman, chief of the state- 
house guide service. 


Groups average from 40 to 50 
including students and 
adult 
advisors. As this is written, 100 
girl scouts from St. Louis were 
touring the building. Asked why 
they came to Springfield rather 
than Jefferson City (the Mis- 
souri capital) one sparkling lass 
answered "We've been there 
We came here to find out about 
Mr. Lincoln." 


The big season for the youth- 
ful 
visitors 
is 
approaching 
"April, May and June are the 
heavy months, nearing the end 
of the school year," Berman 
notes. "But May itself is mur- 
der." 


Saturday Biggest Day 
Saturdays are the big day 
he reports. "There is a rush to 
use school buses, which can't 
be used during school hours 
for the trips to Springfield," he 
says. "There 
have been 
as 
many as 2,100 youngsters pass 
through here on a Saturday 
and that's the day we have only 
two guides working. 


"Saturday is our biggest day, 
but the other days are big, too. 
There's no such thing as a slow 
day here." Six guides are on 
duty during weekdays. 
45-Minute Average 
A typical tour lasts about 45 
minutes. While the legislature 
is in session the group spends 
10 minutes in the gallery of each 
house, then visits the reception 
room of the Governor and the 
Secretary of State. 


At other times, the groups are 
taken directly into the legisla- 
tive chambers, where the guide 
lectures on the proceedings in 
each house. 


Literature handed out at the 
guide desk in the rotunda in 
eludes the "Capitol Guide," i 
booklet outling the history of 
Illinois' Capitols, explaining the 
present capitol building, 
and 
showing 
the 
other 
buildings 
which make up the capitol com- 
plex, including the state mu- 
seum. 


Other material explains the 
Lincoln Home, Tomb, and New 
Salem State Park, nearly al-

of

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China Grows Stronger 


it Is it cardinal rule in the con- 
duct of international affairs that we 
should learn as much as possible 
about other governments, especially 
those that are hostile to our inter- 
ests.. With regard to 
Communist 
China this rule has been honored 
more in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. 
Most 
Americans 
know 
little about mainland China, and 
even generally well/informed men 
and women are often poorly in- 
formed about this nation of some 
700 million people. 


One result of this widespread ig- 
norance has been 
the 
dangerous 
business of concluding that what 
many would like to believe is true— 
that the Chinese economy is feeble 
and sluggish. It should be noted that, 
according to the Economic Commis- 
sion for Asia and the Far East, this 
view does not jibe with the facts. 
Like it or not, Communist China ap- 
pears to have gained more econom- 
ically last year than at any time 
since the big setbacks of 1959-61. 


This does not warrant any big 
pendulum swing to the belief that 
everything is rosy in China. By U.S. 
standards, the Chinese economy is 
weak. But the proper measure to 
apply in a case of this kind is the 
rate of growth rather than relative 
strength. On that basis, China made 
substantial progress last year. Both 
grain and livestock production re- 
portedly went up by several per- 
centage 
points, there 
were large' 
increase« in the production of other 
foods, and there also was consider- 
able industrial expansion. 


It is important for Americans to 
know of such things. It is important 
that we not delude ourselves and 
scorn China as a backward nation 
that never will amount to much by 
Western standards. 
The fact 
ap- 
pears to be that China is growing in 
economic strength. This must 
be 
taken into proper account in what- 
ever policies we adopt 
regarding 
that nation. 


Coin Reform Coming 


In 


Hollywood 


Before long Congress is going to 
be confronted with the touchy job of 
deciding what to do about silver 
coinage'. The nub of the matter is 
that, even though minting of dimes, 
quarters and 50-cent pieces has not 
kept pace'with demand, we still are 
using silver at a rate far higher than 
production. 
Essentially, 
Congress 
must décide whethér to reduce—and 
how much—or eliminate silver from 
our coinage. 


Reduction of coins' silver content 
would under the circumstances, be 
no more than a holding action. There 
are such heavy industrial demands 
for silver that no significant increase 
in the supply available for coinage is 
in sight. Cutting down the amount of 
silver in coins would delay but not 
solve the crisis. 


A number of other 
proposals 
have been made. Some silver pro- 


ducers think it would be good to 
double the value of silver coins and 
also the price of silver. This would 
benefit the producers handsomely, 
but silver-using industry would be 
hard hit by such a price boost and 
there would be a big problem of 
public adjustment. Reduction in the 
size of silver coins, as has been sug- 
gested, also would be confusing and 
would create problems for the vend- 
ing machine operators. 


It 
is now expected 
that 
the 
Treasury 
Department will recom- 
mend 
elimination 
of 
silver from 
coins that now have a silver content. 
Congress may not go along with this 
right away, but there seems little 
doubt that we will come to it before 
much time has passed. The pres- 
sures for coinage reform point in 
that direction.

The film companies were late j 
in entering television produc- J 
tion, whether through lack of! 
vision or fear of antagonizing! 
theater owners. Almost too late, i 
the studios discovered new eco- 
nomic facts of life. They could 
scarcely survive 
without

ness of making features. 


Except for MCA, which en- 
tered television before it even 
owned a studio, the big compa- 
nies went after the market in 
a sometimes sketchy manner.

Not just the negative | 
discipline of giving up some 
luxury but the positive disci- 
pline of keeping life meaningful, j 
That's been important in other \ 
generations. 
I t ' s 
imperative: 
now. 


A few years 
ago a young, 
woman told me of her experi-i 
ence 
as a 
child 
when her j 
mother was concerned about j 
her desire to wander down the 
street. The mother t o o k 
a 
clothesline, tied one end to her 
daughter and the other to the 
porch. It was a procedure that 
would upset a psychologist but' 
it worked. 


Now she is a young woman. 
Once she was restrained by a 
rope; now she is constrained 
by a sense of honor. Once she i 
was disciplined by external re- 
straint; now she is disciplined 
by an inner constraint. It is this 
developing, maturing discipline 
that is the mark of courage and 
patience. 


Father Pierre 
Teilhard 
de 
Chardin put 
it 
t h i s 
way: 
"Stronger than every obstacle 
and counterargument is the in- 
stinct which tells us that to be 
faithful to life, wc must know; 
we must know more and still 
more; we must tirelessly and 
unceasingly search for some- 
thing, we know not what, which 
will appear in the end to those 
who have penetrated to the very 
heart of reality." He was talk- 
ing about the necessity of grow- 
ing, searching and maturing. 


That requires discipline. 


The need for restraint 
in 
thought, in words, and in action 
has never been more apparent. 
The unrestrained use of force 
or of anger or of thoughtless- 
ness can throw the whole planet 
into horror. This same restless- 
ness which knows no constraint 
can as easily wreck our own 
communities. There is 
t h a i 
ceaseless search to know more 
and more about the miracle of 
reconciling men. That requires 
the infinite, persistent patience 
of a great discipline. 


Our very freedom demands 
that 
we g r o w 
beyond 
the 
"clothesline" 
type 
of living: 
that same freedom demands an 
understanding of the constraints 
of love. That's why it's an im- 
portant thrust of a great re- 
ligious faith which gives sense 
and meaning to a mature dis- 
cipline. Our freedom is the free- 
dom of discipline. Our discipline 
is the product of a growing 
awareness of One who is re- 
membered as a suffering ser- 
vant.

DEAR MRS. 
LAWRENCE: 
After three years of torture and 
indecision, I have told my hus- 
band that I will free him to 
marry 
the woman 
who has 
broken up our home. He has 
left the house. Our two boys, 7 
and 10, don't suspect this be- 
cause their father has been 
away so much this past year. I 
know I can't tell them the truth 
without showing how hurt and 
bitter I am. Because I know 
this would be 
psychologically 
damaging to them, I wonder if 
you think I should ask our fam- 
ily doctor to break the news. . . 


ANSWER: I intensely resent 
this popular psychological in- 
struction to be serenely objec- 
tive when we tell children our 
marriages have collapsed. I re- 
gard it as cruel and unrealistic. 


We cannot hide our natural 
hurt and bitterness from the 
children. That's 
why the in- 
struction is unrealistic. It is 
cruel because it suggests that 
we should be afraid of these 
feelings. At the very time when 
our chief feeling is terror that 
we have failed the children, we 
are told that we can further 
fail if we give them any inkling 
of our sufferings. It's an assign- 
ment just too complicated and 


too heroic for ordinary human 
flesh and blood to manage. 


Indeed, the tensions involved 
in trying to put on acts ol 
serene objectivity on such oc- 
casions could only make the 
telling of our news as terrifying 
an ordeal for the children as it 
is for us. 


It is my view that we should 
accept ourselves as the wound- 
jed person we are. After so ac- 
knowledging ourselves to the 
children, we should say in ef- 
fect: "I will get over my anger 
at daddy. So you don't have to 
worry about my crying and 
complaining like this forever. 1 
won't. But now I am as hurt 
and angry at him as I would be 
at you if you left me to go off 
and live with some other lady 
you liked better." 


We don't uproot a marriage 
as we uproot carrots from gar- 
dens. It was sown in our hearts' 
deepest hopes. So to me there's 
something a little crazy about 
this counsel which would have 
us announce its end with the 
calm, we might use to say, "My 
vacuum cleaner is broken." In- 
deed, were I a child so in- 
formed that my mother had lost 
my father, my feeling would be. 
"Maybe this woman who takes 
losing daddy so lightly wouldn't 
mind losing me, either."

Eggs Provide Protein

Q—Can I use 
eggs in my 
meatless dishes and still pro- 
vide enough protein for my 
growing children? Will the egg 
protein cost me more than meat 
protein? 


A—Eggs are a main dish bar- 
gain because they provide high 
quality protein at low cost. The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
compared the cost of the quan- 
tities of different meats and 
meat alternates needed to fur- 
nish equal amounts of protein 
and found eggs to be one of the 
most economical. In addition to 
offering protein value, eggs are 
an important source of iron, sev- 
eral of the B vitamins, particul- 
arly of riboflavin, and vitamins 
A and D. 


Q—My husband is active and 


has a good appetite. I know his 
meals must supply a lot of pro- 
tein. Can you suggest some rel- 
atively inexpensive foods thai 
will supply good protein? 


A—The costs, at recent prices 
in one metropolitan supermar- 
ket, of some commonly used 
and relatively inexpensive main 
dish items in the amount need- 
ed to provide one-third of the 
recommended daily 
allowance 
of protein for a normally active 
man are shown below:

valuing the dollar, would not 
have much immediate or direct 
effect upon our wages, nor up- 
on prices of things manufactur- 
ed and sold in the United States. 
It would, however, have a large 
impact upon the prices and sales 
of products moving across our 
national boundary lines. 


We would gain some advan- 
tage in our export 
business 
(provided other countries did not 
retaliate by devaluing their cur- 
rencies, too). Here's why: 


Like the United States, other 
leading countries also base their 
money on gold, the British 
pound, for example, represents 
2-25 of an ounce of gold. This 
makes the pound equal to $2.80. 
Devaluing the dollar by 12'/i2 
per cent would lower the value 
of each dollar so that it would 
take $3.20 to exchange for a 
pound. 


The cost of American manu- 
factured products sold in Britain 
would be reduced, and this 
would stimulate sales of U.S. 
products in Britain. At the same 
time the costs of British pro- 
ducts sold in the United States 
would be raised, reducing our 
purchases. 
Prices and trade 
with other nations would be af- 
fected similarly. 


Others Would Follow 


If we could sell enough more 
! and buy enough less, 
other 
¡ countries would stop taking our 
gold, and start shipping it to 
us—to pay for their big pur- 
chases here. 


But other countries probably 
would not let us solve our gold 
problem so simply. Some other 
countries, especially Britain, al- 
so have gold problems. If we 
were to devalue our dollar by 
any substantial amount, Britain 
and several other countries like- 
ly would also devalue their cur- 
rencies by about the same a- 
mounts. This would prevent us 
from gaining any big advantage 
in international trade. Without 
gaining such an advantage we 
would still have the problem of 
keeping our gold at home. 


Raising the price of gold would 
help everyone who owns or pro- 
duces gold, just as raising the 
price of cattle would help cat- 
tlemen. It would also stimulate 
the production of gold and re- 
duce its use in industry. 


In the long run, devaluing the 
dollar would tend to be infla- 
tionary—by increasing the a- 
mount of money and credit that 
can be made available with any 
given amount of gold.

Very few oats and soybean 
seed samples are coming to the 
Farm Bureau to be tested for 
germination 
this spring, but 
most of the samples checked 
have shown excellent germina- 
tion. This reflects the almost 
perfect weather experienced at 
harvest time last year. 


In some years the seed test- 
ing laboratory at the Farm Bu- 
reau is swamped by samples 
sent in by farmers who wonder 
whether their seed was up to 
par. This is particularly true 
when the previous combining 
season was unfavorable. 


Mrs. Irene Vernor, Farm Bu- 
reau soil and seed laboratory 
technician, reports that while 
the samples are few and germ- 
ination generally high she had 
one sample of soybeans that 
tested only 75% viable and one 
sample of oats was completely 
dead, didn't produce a single 
snrout.

RANGER PHOTOS 
The pictures taken by Ran- 
gers VH and VHI show that the 
surface of the moon is covered 
by billions of tiny craters. When 
our astronauts set their space- 
ship down on the moon they 
will have to be very careful to 
avoid landing on the edge of 
one and toppling in. Fortunately, 
the Apollo Lunar Excursion Mo- 
dule is designed to move side- 
wise up to 100 feet to pick a 
good landing place. 


Even 
before 
the 
Ranger 
probes snapped their closeup 
pictures of the moon more than 
200,000 craters had been seen 
on the earth facing side of the 
moon by earth-based telescopes. 
The Russians named ten of the 
craters on the sides of the moon 
hidden from earth after it was 
photographed by their moon, 
probe, Lunik III. Since these 
pictures were rather fuzzy there 
must be many smaller craters 
which the Russians did not see. 
Different From Earth 
The craters on the moon are 
called that, because they look 
a lot like the craters on earth. 
However, there are many im- 
portant differences. For 
one 
thing, most of the craters on 
the moon that can be seen from 
earth are much larger than the 
largest ones on earth. For ex- 
ample, 
the 
crater 
Guericke, 
shown in the photo above is 36 
miles wide — and it is only an 
average-sized crater! The larg- 
est crater on the moon is Bail- 
ly in the southeast section. Bail- 
ly is 183 miles wide and 14,000 
feet deep; it even has a smal- 
ler crater, Hare, in its north-j 
east corner. 


Terraced Walls 
Another 
difference 
between 
the craters on the moon and 
those on earth is that most of 
the moon's large ones 
have 
terraced walls. This could be 
because there is no wind or 
water erosion (wearing away) 
on the moon to smooth the era-! 
ter walls. 


One thing that can't be ex- 
plained by the lack of weather 
on the moon is that many cra- 
ters, like 
Eratosthenes 
(the 
fifth largest crater), have moun- 
tains right in the center. Ob- 
viously, the center 
mountain 
was formed after the crater. 


Most of the craters are rather 
shallow, compared to the few 
we have on earth. Some even 
have floors above the level of 
the surrounding landscape. The 
largest of these is Wargentin, a 
plateau near Bailly. 


Like Mountain Chains 
Some of the craters form long 
chains as mountains do. The 
most noticeable of these is the 
one that runs down the middle 
of the southern half of the moon. 
It includes six large craters and 
several small ones. This crater 
chain can be seep even with a

The last pictures taken by 


Ranger VII were of one of these 
rays. The pictures showed many 
small craters caused by debris 
flung out by the explosion that 
created Tycho. In one of the 


craters there were two large 
holders. This 
clearly 
proved 
that, as scientists had long sus- 
pected, the rays were caused by 
debris.

But the most active creature 
—man, beast, or bird—can grow 
weary and so had the little Rud- 
dy on Lake Mauvaisterre. So 
near to Vandalia Road was 
Butterball (a general colloquial 
name) floating that morning of 
March 13 that at first we fear- 
ed that we might awaken him. 


Undisturbed, we enjoyed a 
close-up study of him, relaxed 
on the only small trangle of 
water free from ice. His head 
was snuggled so deeply under 
one wing that we couldn't see 
see bright blue bill; his brown 
body glowed in the March sun's 
rays; and his spike-like tail, 
somewhat ragged this morning, 
was sticking up in the Ruddy- 
Duck fashion. There was no 
movement except the swinging 
of the little duck's relaxed body 
on the swaying water, and the 
fanning of the disheveled point- 
ed tail by the March breeze. 


Why So Weary? 


Why was Ruddy so weary and 
"dead to the world?" We guess- 
ed that he had flown in during 
the night from a rough passage 
that had ruffled his tail and, 
exhausted from his long jour- 
ney, was enjoying that little bit 
of refuge upon Lake Mauvai- 
sterre. 


However, Ruddies often take 
naps even if they aren't in the 
midst of migration. It is not 
unusual to see two or three fast 
asleep among other ducks that 
are swimming and diving. 


They also like muddy ponds 
and creeks, where they display 
their sleepy nature and seem- 
ingly deafness or unattentive- 
ness. Thus they have earned the 
colloquial 
names: 
Sleeper, 
Sleeping Booby, Sleepy Brother, 
Sleepy-head, 
Sleepy-jay, 
or 
Dummy Duck. But this time we 
are sure that Sleepy-head was 
really weary.

Lincoln,

Confer 


From Memoirs of Gen. W. 
T. Sherman: 


My army was hard up f o r 
food and clothing, which could 
only reach us from the coast, 
and my chief attention 
w a s 
given to the reconstruction of 
the two railroads which meet at 
Goldsboro, from Newbern and 
Wilmington, so as to reclothe 
the men, and g e t provisions 
enough with which to continue 
our march to Burksville, Vir- 
ginia, where we would come 
into communication with Gen- 
eral Grant's army. 


(Sherman decides to go to 
City Point, Va., to confer with 
Grant.) 


I arrived t h e afternoon of 
March 27 and I found General 
Grant a n d staff occupying a 
neat set of log huts, on a bluff 
overlooking the James 
river. 
The General's family was with 
him. We had quite a long and 
friendly talk, when he remark- 
ed that the President, Mr. Lin- 
coln, was near by in a steamer 
lying at the dock, and he pro- 
posed that we should call at 
once. We did so, and found Mr. 
Lincoln on board t h e 
River 
Queen. We had met in the early 
part of the war, and he re- 
cognized me, and received me 
with a warmth of manner and 
expression which was 
m o s t 
grateful. We then sat some time 
in the after-cabin and Mr. Lin- 
coln made many inquiries about 
the events which attended the 
march from Savannah to Golds- 
boro, and seemed to enjoy the 
humorous 
stories about 
"our 
bummers," of which he h a d 
heard so much. When in lively 
conversation, his face brighten- 
ed wonderfully; but if the con- 
versation flagged, his face as- 
sumed a sad and sorrowful ex- 
pression. 


(Grant and Sherman 
w e r e 
sure there would be one more 
bloody battle, particularly if Lee 
and Johnston could get their two 
armies 
together 
and 
attack 
either Grant or Sherman sepa- 
rately. Grant was not too excit- 
ed, because Sheridan had gotten 
his cavalry squarely on Lee's 
left flank and could handle him 
until 
the 
infantry 
could 
be 
brought up.) 


Mr. 
Lincoln repeatedly 
in- 
quired as to General Scholfield's 
ability, in my absence, 
a n d 
seemed anxious that I should re- 
turn to North Carolina, 
a n d 
more 
than 
once 
exclaimed: 
"Must more blood be 
shed? 
Cannot this last bloody battle 
be avoided?" We explained that 
we had to presume that Gen- 
eral Lee was a real general: 
that he must see that Johnston 
alone was no barrier to my 
progress; and that, if my army 
of 80,000 veterans should reach 
Burksville, he was lost in Rich- 
mond, and that we were forced 
to believe he would not await 
that inevitable conclusion, but 
make one more desperate ef- 
fort. 


(The next day, March 28, 
1865, Grant and Sherman re- 
turned to the ship for another 
conference with the President. 
It was determined that Grant 
should continue pressure on Lee 
and Sherman would move his 
reequipped army north in two 
weeks to join Grant. After a 
pause Lincoln began discussing 


what should be done with the 
enormous problems that would 
follow the close of the conflict.) 


Though I cannot attempt to 
recall the words spoken by any 
one of the persons on that oc- 
casion, I know we talked gen- 
erally about what was to be 
done when Lee's and Johnston's 
armies were beaten and dispers- 
ed. On this point Mr. Lincoln 
was very full. He said that he 
had long thought of it, that he 
hoped this end could be reached 
without more bloodshed, but in 
any event he wanted us to get 
the deluded men of the rebel 
armies disarmed and back to 
their 
homes; 
that 
he 
con- 
templated no revenge; no harsh 
measures, but quite the con- 
trary, and that their suffering 
and hardships during the war 
would make them the more sub- 
missive to law. I cannot say 
that Mr. Lincoln, or anybody 
else, used this language; but I 
know I left his presence with 
the conviction that he had in 
his mind, or that his Cabinet 
had, some plan of settlement 
ready for application the mom- 
ent Lee and Johnston were de- 
feated. 


(Perhaps Lincoln had a de- 
finite plan for the reunion of the 
states, but so did the Radicals 
and 
the 
Carpetbaggers. 
And 
when Booth killed Lincoln the 
latter were quick to hop into the 
saddle.) 


The 101st 
Reaches 
Goldsboro 


The Morgan county boys in 
the 101st Illinois Infantry were 
resting in Goldsboro, N. C. a 
hundred years ago today. 


They didn't know it, but they 
had faced their last hostile bul- 
let, had deployed over their last 
battleground. As they reflected

they couldn't

from feeling pride. They knew 
they had done well, all the way. 


Let's extract from the "Mem- 
oirs of Gen. W. T. Sherman:" 


During the 23d and 24th the 
whole army was assembled at 
Goldsboro, and there we all rest- 
ed, while I directed my special 
attention 
to replenishing 
the 
army for the next and last stage 
of the campaign. Col. W. W. 
Wright had been so indefatig- 
able, that the Newbern Railroad 
was done, and a locomotive ar- 
rived in Goldsboro on the 25th 
of March.

hundred and twenty-five miles, 
and the route traversed em-,

Catawba, 
Pedee, 
and

Fear, at either of which a com- 
paratively 
small 
force, 
well 
handled, should have made the 
passage most difficult, if not 
impossible. 


The country generally was in 
a state of nature, with innumer- 
able swamps, with simply mud 
roads, 
nearly every 
mile of 
which had to be corduroyed. In 
our 
route 
we had 
captured 
Columbia, Cheraw, and Fayette- 
ville, important cities and de- 
pots of supplies, had compelled 
the evacuation of 
Charleston 
City and Harbor, had utterly 
broken up all the railroads of 
South Carolina, and had con- 
sumed a vast amount of food 
and 
forage, essential 
to the 
enemy for the support of his 
own armies. 


We had in mid-winter accomp- 
plished the whole journey of 
four hundred and twenty-five 
miles in fifty days, averaging 
ten miles per day, allowing ten 
lay-days, 
and 
had 
reached 
Goldsboro with the army in 
superb order, and the trains al- 
most as fresh as when we had 
started from Atlanta.

"When I was just a little fel- 
low, too young to work, my 
sister, my brother and myself 
were taken from OUP mother 
and sold on the auction block 
in Lewisburg, the county seat. 
I don't know what I fetched, 
but I think it was $100. About 
12 years ago I saw my sister, 
but that is the only relative I 
have ever seen or heard of." 


When the Union forces ar- 
rived in Tennessee Davis began 
cooking for a Capt. Carpenter. 


"When it came time for him 
to go on furlough he took me to 
Cairo. I drifted around the state 
some and one day I was in 
Jacksonville. A white man came 
out of the recruiting office. He 
came out a-cussin' because his 
number had come up and he 
offered $1,000 in gold to any 
man who would take his place. 
I took the money. 


"The next day I was sent to 
Camp Butler. Stayed there a 
week to form a colored com- 
pany. Then went to Cairo where 
the 59th was formed. I didn't 
do anything in the army ex- 
cept stand guard and cook quite 
a lot. I liked Jacksonville the 
best of all places I saw, so I 
came back here."

Born in Mercer, Ky., in 1844. 
Moved to Woodson in 1860. Be- 
fore coming to Morgan county 
he hiinted and fished, "never 
worked a day in my life and 
never spent an hour in a school 
house." 


In Woodson worked on farms 
and went to school during the 
winter months. Enlisted March, 
1864. "I was in no hurry to en- 
list, for I had two brothers in 
Morgan's cavalry and I didn't 
like the idea of brother fighting 
brother. But when they started 
the draft I enlisted. 


"As I look back at those days 
I don't see how any of us came 
out alive. I didn't get a single 
scratch. I was sick once, near 
Little Rock, and they put me on 
the bare ground, expecting me 
to die. I had a fever. One day 
I got up and walked out of the 
hospital, lay out in the woods 
for a week or so and got well. 


"The cavalry had one ad- 
vantage. We didn't have to live 
on the rations doled out to us. 
Which, incidentally, was 
salt 
pork, hard-tack and adulterated 
coffee. But we fared 
pretty 
well. Most every day we'd stray 
across 
some 
of those 
little 
bantam-like chickens then popu- 
lar in the south. And whenever 
we found a hog, well, we just 
had a feast. We didn't waste 
our ammunition; chickens were 
chased down and bowled over 
with a club; hogs were left to 
a Negro who could throw ' a 
rock hard enough and straight 
enough to brain any razorback 
that ever roamed the foothills."

DUCKETT, 
Albert 11th 
Mis- 
souri Infantry Jacksonville. 


Born in Ohio in 1846. Family 
moved to Bethel. Enlisted in 
July, 1862, in 68th Infantry, a 
three-months' regiment, Co. A, 
all from Morgan county, Capt. 
John W. King of Jacksonville. 


"We didn't do much, no fight- 
ing of any kind. In fact, about 
all we did was to go to Camp 
Taylor, Va., south of Washing- 
ton, D.C., and get the measles. 
We were back home in four 
months and some of us went to 
St. Louis and enlisted in the 
11th. 


Saw no combat. Assigned a 
cotton scout. In civilian dress 
roamed t h r o u g h 
Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas looking for 
cotton. Would send word back 
where it was hid; if possible 
Union detachment would seize 
it and sent it north. Worth $200 
or more a bale. 


Lived by gambling. "Very few 
times during the three years 
was I present when the com- 
pany enjoyed a pay day. We 
were then paid the gigantic sum 
of $14 a month. When I was 
mustered out I received more 
money from the St. Louis pay- 
master than the colonel, major 
and captain 
put together. 
I 
came back to Bethel all duded- 
up in a $100 suit of clothes I 
bought in St. Louis."
